The first official bulletin of the Colo- 


rado Mining Bureau, Issued by Commis- 
sioner Harry Lee, Is published In sub- 
atanco below. It Is an ln\aluakle guide to 
miners and mine operators for-the pre- 
vention of accidents. Tho bulletin fol- 
lows: 


The bill establishing the Bureau of 


Mines, In accordance with the constitu- 
tional edict, provides that the officers of 
this department ''shall. Inspect and de- 
termine the safety of devices and meth- 
ods used In mining" • • » and "take 
necessary measures to make them safe " 
• • • "On receipt of notice • • shall 


Inquire Into, the Cause of accidents" 
"Shall exercise sound'dlscrctlon In the 
enforcement" of the act, shall give notice 
of anj defect or practice found "to l»e 
dangerous." and "order the same to l>e 
remedied." It further provides a penalts 
for non-compliance with such orders and 
Imposes a mandatory duty, \lz • "Any 
owner, agent, manager or lessee bavins- 
charge or operating any metalliferous 
mine, whencyer loss of life or serious 
accident shall occur connected with the 
.workings of such mine, shall sue nol'tf 
Immediate!} and report'all fiots there- 
of to the commissioner of mines."

The storage of oils, candles and other

a safe distance from the main, buildings.

Ehelr removeal for us*, like the 


explosives, should t>e only In such quan- 
tities as are necessary to- meet the re- 
quirements of a day; 


All plants using steam, and especially 
small ones where- boiler, engine, black- 
smith shop and chr.ft are all under one 
roof, must have a hose connection to In- 
jector or feed pump and keep same ready 
for Instant Use. The line of hose should 
be sufficient to reach the furthest point 
of the plant. As' a rule the water supply 
In small plants Is limited and safety- Is 
largely dependent upon quick action.

The condition of a bunk 
house Is almost a sure Index to the class 
of men emj)lo>ed. A cleanly and orderly 
condition predicts a thrift}, wide-awake 
and healthful crew, and vice \ersa. 


Upon all plants handling men. the en- 


gine should be supplied with a positive

meant a device that Is geared positively 
to the drum shaft and moves a target 
or Indicator Just as certain as. the revo- 
lution of the drum raises or lowtrs the 
bucket or cast* Indicators arranged to 
movo a target by the use of a string or 
wire cannot be depended upon nnd are 
not ns, «nff ns marking the cable with a 
hemp wrapping or paint 


The desire of person* to KO underground 


unaccustomed to mines and mining v\av«i, 
should lie discouraged. It Is a novelty, 
hn' experience to relate to friends at 
home, but nn experience In which the 
danger? arc little' appreciated, and of 
which It may be trulv «ald, "Ignorance 
Is bliss •• Were It within the province 
at this department to sav who should 
and who'should not enter mines, the line 
would be drawn sharpl.v and no orio but 
emplovos or those having business would 
bo admitted 
Such a law woul'I meet 


the hearty approval of nil large mine 
operator**, who appreciate the, danger, 
trouble and expense to a companv to be 
courteous; while the superintendent* of 
smaller mines, whore better judgment Is 
often overcome by a desire y> please, 
would ghtdl) take refuge and not as- 
sume the risks entailed 
.All properties using- mechanical appli- 
ance? should be thoroughly inspected and 
reported upon dallj. 
Some* one man 


should be detailed to perform this duty 
at n given hour and make a written re- 
port.' These reports should be filed and 
show that proper precautions are being 
taken. His duties should commence with 
the engineer, who will report the condi- 
tion of the boiler, engine, cable, flre ap- 
paratus, etc. Then commencing at shlev^ 
wheel and testing all bolts and nuts on 
boxes and gallows , frame.-The cable 
fastenings and all things connected with 
rage, bucket, doom or "bonnets. Descend- 
ing shaft slowly, examine the bell line, 
timbers, lining boards, stulls. skid*, roll- 
ers, guard rails at stations, doors, etc 
He snould also ascertain the amount of 
powder and condition of warmers. As- 
cending shaft by ladder*, the same care 
as to detail should he exercised. Also 
the condition of winzes, upraises and lad- 
der ways, kept open for ventilation and 
exit In case Of accident, 
Tne observance of thl« provision will 


prevent accidents and prove economical. 
It does not debar those in charge from 
"keeping their e>es open." but they are 
less apt to see danger than one whose 
especial duty'it Is and whose position Is 
dependent upon not overlooking It. This 
Inspection can be rhtde In comparatively 
shqr> time and" at a time not to discom- 
mode the working of the mine. 
To those who may feel the above recom- 


mendations too exacting. I desire to say 
there Is nothing advised w.blch Is not In 
constant practice upon the older and 
•best-managed mines In the State. Be- 
cause a mine Is not paying Is no excuse 
for Jeopardizing human life by. make- 
shifts or temporary safety 
appliances. 


The common rule and the source, of most 
qll accidents Is the desire to first "strike 
11 rich and then make safe." 
The1 de«lre and duty of this department 


Is to reverse 'he rule so It will read: 
"First make- safe and then strike It rich."
